DISTRIBUTION OF OUR OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


FIRST NINE MONTHS OF 1930. 


The October issue of the “‘ Accounts relating to 
Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom ”’ ¢op. 
tains tables showing the value of our external trade 
with individual countries during the first nine months 
of 1930, which enable us to publish our customary 
survey of the geographical distribution of the trade be. 
tween the United Kingdom and other countries. Ip 
the following article a comparison is made _ between 
the distribution of the trade in the first nine months of 
1930 and that in the first nine months of 1913 and 1929 
respectively. 


‘or purposes of better comparison with the first nine 
months of 1913, our trade with the Irish Free State 
has been excluded from the general review.

Notwithstanding a general decline in the total value 
of our imports, exports and re-exports during the first 
nine months of this year, as compared with a year 
earlier, the value of the trade with the Irish Free State 
has remained very steady, and in view of the fall in 
prices, it is probable that there has been some expan- 
sion in the total volume of the trade passing between 
the two countries. The share of the Irish Free State in 
our import, export and re-export trade has in each in- 
stance shown a substantial increase, due to a large 
extent to the decline in the value of our trade with 
other countries. The increase from 4°88 to 5-94 per 
cent. in the proportion of our domestic exports sent 
to the Irish Free State is noteworthy. 


In comparing the distribution of our trade now with 
that in 1918, a further correction should strictly be 
made in respect of the direct trade of the ports of 
Southern Ireland with countries overseas, since that 
trade is included in the figures for 1913. The export 
trade in 1913 was negligible, however, and the imports 
amounted to only about 1 per cent. of the total imports 
into the United Kingdom. Further, in order to preserve 
comparability with 1913, Palestine, the Sudan, South- 
West Africa Territory, Tanganyika, and Nauru and 
Western Samoa have been treated as foreign countries 
throughout. Separate particulars of our trade witb 
these countries in 1913 are not available.

There were only slight variations in the proportion 
from most of the countries in Asia, but substantial 
declines were recorded in the consignments from the 
Dutch East Indies and from British Malaya, due 
primarily to the marked fall in price of their natural 
products, rubber and tin. 


Exports.—The outstanding features in the distribu- 
tion of our domestic exports, as compared with the first 
nine months of 1929, were the substantial increases to 
Kurope and Africa, and the decline to the other areas 
shown in the above table. Important increases were 
recorded in the proportion of our exports consigned to 
most of the principal European countries, particularly 
to the Soviet Union, Norway, Sweden, Denmark, the 
Netherlands, I*rance and Italy, while the proportion 
consigned to Germany declined from 5:42 to 4°95 per 
cent. The proportion exported to Europe in the first 
nine months of this year (84°64 per cent.) slightly ex- 
ceeded the corresponding figure for 1913 (34°46 per 
cent.). The increase in the case of Africa was general, 
and was mainly to British countries. 


The share of our exports consigned to Asia showed 
in the aggregate a decline from 22-90 to 20°64 per cent. ; 
the principal changes compared with the corresponding 
period of 1929 being a substantial decline in the case 
of India and China. With regard to Oceania, etc., 
Australia showed a heavy reduction from 7:69 to 6°35 
per cent., while New Zealand increased her share. 


The proportion of our export trade with North 
America slightly declined, owing mainly to a heavy 
fall in our exports to the United States, while Canada 
recorded a slight increase. The share of South Americ: 
in our export trade fell from 9°63 to 9°29 per cent. The 
proportion of our exports consigned to Brazil showed 
a heavy decline, but an increase occurred in the case 
of Argentina. 

Re-exports.—The principal changes in the pro- 
portion of our exports of imported merchandise con- 
signed to the various continents were an increase from 
2°55 to 3°45 per cent. in the case of Asia, and a decline 
from 19:89 to 18°34 per cent. in the ease of North 
America. The share of the United States in our re- 
export trade declined from 17-01 to 15:18 per cent. The 
proportion consigned to France and the Soviet Union 
showed important increases, while the proportion taken 
by Germany declined from 24°22 to 22°21 per cent.

In the food, drink and tobacco class, there was an 
increase of £7-4 million, or 20 per cent., as compared 
with September, while in the raw materials class the 
increase was £1-6 million, or 10 per cent., and in the 
manufactured articles class the increase was £3-1 
million, or 13 per cent. As compared with a year 
earlier the decline was greatest in the raw materials 
class (£9-2 million, or 33 per cent) and least in the 
manufactured articles class (£2:5 million, or 8 per 
cent.). 


Food, Drink and Tobacco.—Imports of wheat 
during October amounted to 9-9 million ewts., being 
17 per cent. less than a year earlier, but the decline 
in value was £2°8 million, or 45 per cent. Imports 
of wheat from Russia during October amounted to 3-3 
million ewts., or one-third of the total, Russia being 
in that month the principal source of supply. A year 
ago imports from the Argentine amounted to 66 
million ewts., while in October this year the quantity 
of Argentine wheat imported was only 152,000 ewts. 
There were increased imports of barley, oats, rice and 
wheat-meal and flour, and in the group as a whole 
the decline in quantity was 7 per cent. and in value 
387 per cent. In the meat group there was a sub- 
stantial increase in the quantity of bacon imported, 
but a greater fall in average values. The quantity of 
beef and its average value were substantially un- 
changed as compared with a year earlier, while in the 
case of mutton there was a decline both in quantity 
and in average value. The total value of butter im- 
ported was about the same as a year ago, notwith- 
standing an increase of 36 per cent. in quantity. In 
the case of tea, a decrease of 7 per cent. in quantity 


was accompanied by a small increase in average 
values. 
Raw Materials.—In this class, very important 


declines were recorded in the values of the imports 
of raw cotton (£3-1 million, or 49 per cent.), wood and 
timber (£1-°3 million, or 22 per cent.) and rubber 
(£1-2 million, or 62 per cent.), while there was a 
decline of over 50 per cent. in the value of the imports 
of iron ore and a decline in quantity nearly as great. 
There was a seasonal increase in the quantity of raw 
cotton imported, imports during October amounting 
to 106-6 million Ibs., as compared with 57:4 million 
lbs. in September. The average value of the raw 
cotton imported in October was slightly less than in 
September. According to the statistics published by 
the Liverpool Cotton Association, deliveries of raw 
eotton to mills during October aggregated 93-3 million 
lbs., as compared with 65-4 million lbs. during 
September and 139-7 million lbs. during October, 1929. 


Imports of raw sheep’s and lambs’ wool during 
October were substantially greater than a year earlier 
or than during September, but owing to the fall in 
average values the total value of the wool imported 
was less than in October, 1929. Imports of other 
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textile raw materials were less in quantity than a 
year earlier. 


Manufactured Articles.—Imports of pig iron and 
of crude steel were greater than in September and 
were substantially more than in October, 1929, while 
imports of finished iron and steel goods were less than 
a year ago. ‘There was an increase of 19 per cent. in 
the quantity of woollen and worsted tissues imported 
as compared with October, 1929, average values being 
slightly lower. Imports of woollen and worsted yarns 
and of carpets, etc., showed a considerable fall in total 
value, though an increase in the quantities imported 
was recorded. The total value of refined petroleum 
imported was approximately the same as a year ago, 
but there was a substantial increase in the total 
quantity imported, imports of fuel oil being nearly 
twice as great as in October, 1929, while imports of 
motor spirit increased by 13 per cent. 


Among the few groups to show an increase in the 
value of the imports in October as compared either 
with September or with October, 1929, are the apparel! 
sroup, the leather group and the paper and cardboard 
group. In each case the increase has been due to a 
substantial increase in the quantities imported. 


EXPorRTs. 


The following table gives particulars of the 
quantities of some of our leading commodities exported 
during the months of September and October, 1930, 
and October, 1929:—

than in either of the two earlier months, considerable 
shipments taking place during the month to the Union 
of South Africa and the Argentine. There wag q 
substantial increase in the tonnage and value of ney 
merchant ships exported, motor vessels in particular 
showing an increase. 


Textiles.—Exports of cotton yarns during October 
were more than in any month since May, 1930, but 
exports of cotton piece-goods were less than in an, 
earlier month of this year except September. Exports 
of piece-goods to India and China show a further 
decline in October, and a decline is also shown in the 
quantities exported to Australia and New Zealand 
among the principal markets. Exports to Egypt and 
to the Dutch East Indies show a substantial increase 
over the September figures. 


The quantity of woollen and worsted yarns exported 
was more than in any month since January. Exports 
of woollen and worsted tissues, however, were less 
than in September or in any earlier month of this 
year, except April to June, when exports may have 
been affected by the trade dispute. 


Exports of linen piece-goods and of artificial silk 
tissues were each more than in September, but less 
than in October, 1929, the quantity exported in each

Coal.—Exports of coal during October were more 
than in the preceding month, but about one million 
tons less than in October, 1929. The average value 
of the coal exported was 16s. 6d. per ton in October, 
as compared with 16s. 7d. per ton in September and 
In October, 1929. 


Tron and Steel, elc.—The quantity of iron and steel 
and manufactures thereof exported during the month 
was 82 per cent. greater than in September, but 
$2 per cent. less than a year earlier. As compared 
with last year the decline was greatest in the crude 
iron and steel, but exports of railway material and of 
wire were only about half what they were a year ago. 
The inerease in the quantity of machinery exported 
as compared with September was more than in the 
case of iron and steel goods, while, as compared with 
& year ago, there was a decline in quantity of about 
1034 per cent. and in value of about 14 per cent. Motor

The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 
the United Kingdom and places outside Europe, and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea, show that the 
number of persons of British nationality who left the 
United Kingdom as passengers for such countries dur- 
ing the nine months ended September 30, 1930, ex- 
ceeded the number who arrived as passengers from 
those countries by 16,246, compared with an outward 
balance of 66,753 in the first nine months of 1929. Dur- 
ing the twelve months ended September, 1930 and 
1929, the outward balances were 43,022 and 86,962 
respectively. 


Grouped according to countries of immediate desti- 
nation, the movement of British subjects during the 
first nine months of the year 1930 shows a balance 
outward of 19,800 passengers to British North America, 
and of 358 passengers to New Zealand, while inward 
balances are recorded from Australia (7,866), British 
South Africa (2,605), India (including Ceylon) (4,843), 
and the groups of ‘‘ Other Parts of the British Empire”’ 
(3,164), and ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries ’’ (2,540). The 
movement between the United Kingdom and the United 
States shows an outward balance of 17,106 British pas- 
sengers in the first nine months of 1930, as compared

It will be seen from the figures shown in the above 
table that emigration was substantially less active in 
each of the seven months from March to September of 
the present year than in the same months of 1929.

The British emigrants from, and immigrants into, 
the Irish Free State who travelled to, or from, non- 
[uropean countries, via ports in the United Kingdom, 
numbered 3,488 and 1,046 respectively during the first 
nine months of 1980, as compared with 4,294 emigrants 
and 866 immigrants during the corresponding period of 
1929. The particulars of these migrants to and from 
the Irish Free State are not included in any of the 
preceding tables, which relate only to direct emigra- 
tion and immigration from and to the United Kingdom, 
and not to the total movement of British migrants at 
United Kingdom ports.

MERCHANDISE MARKS ACT, 1926. 


AIR AND GAS COMPRESSORS, PNEUMATIC 
TOOLS AND APPLIANCES AND PARTS. 
The Standing Committee appointed by the Board of 

Trade will hold an Enquiry on the following dates at 

the Board of Trade Offices, Great George Street, 

London, 8.W.1, as to whether the undermentioned 

classes and descriptions of imported goods should be 

required to bear an indication of origin :— 


Monday and Tuesday, November 24 and 25, at 
11.30 a.m. and 10.30 a.m. respectively. 
(1) Air and gas compressors and exhausters, and beds, 
casings, cylinders, rotors and heads therefor ; 


(2) Pneumatic tools and appliances, including mining 
coal cutters operated by compressed air, and 
cylinders, heads, pistons and valves therefor. 


MARKING OF IMPORTED TOOLS. 


On June 2, 1930, the Board of Trade made a Direc- 
tion (see the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of June 5, pages 745, 765-766) 
to the effect that tools and implements covered by 
Part 4 of the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) 





re, 
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No. 5 Order, 1929, imported before December 17, 1929, 
which are sold or exposed for sale before July 1, 1931, 
may bear an indication of origin applied to each article 
by means of a label securely affixed or attached 
thereto, instead of being required to have the indica- 
tion of origin applied by die stamping or other mode 
of impressing, etching, engraving or casting. 


Representations in regard to this matter have been 
made to the Standing Committee appointed by the 
Board of Trade and the Committee will accordingly 
hold an Enquiry at 11.30 a.m. on Monday, Novem. 
ber 17 next, as to whether the Order-in-Council in 
question should be amended either in accordance with 
the above Direction or otherwise.

ARGENTINE STATE RAILWAYS 
ADMINISTRATION. 


The Commercial Secretary, British Embassy, 
Buenos Aires, reports that the Argentine Government 
have appointed Lieut.-Colonel Pedro J. Rocco to be 
Administrator-General of the State Railways. The 
Government have also appointed a Board of Commis- 
sioners of six engineers and others who have certain 
functions of consultation and decision delegated to 
them under the Railways Law No. 6757. 


The instructions to the Administrator-General in the 
decree of appointment include the provision that all 
contracts for construction and materials are to be sub- 
ject to the Accountancy and Public Works laws. This, 
adds the Commercial Secretary, means in effect with 
regard to the purchase of materials that contracts may 
only be awarded after public tenders. 

It is provided that the Ministry of Public Works 
will exercise supervision over the administrative acts of 
the State Railways Department.

INCREASES IN HOLIDAY VISITORS. 


In spite of unfavourable conditions in America the 
number of visitors on holiday landing at United Kingdom 
ports during July, August and September showed a total 
of 118,500, an increase of 2,045 on the corresponding period 
of last year, states the Travel Association of Great Britain 
and Ireland, which adds that during the nine months 
January—September the United Kingdom welcomed 
219,381 visitors on holiday from other countries (exclud- 
ing British Dominions), an increase of 9,472 on the first 
nine months of 1929. 

It is interesting to note that the United States’ Trade 
Commissioner in London recently reported to Washington 
that an increase in United States’ visitors to Great Britain 
was to be ascribed to the activity of the Travel Association 
of Great Britain and Ireland in the United States.

BRITISH INDIA. 
WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, Cal- 
cutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 

Calcutta, November 10.—During the week ended Novem- 
ber 9 rainfall was nearly general in the Madras Presidency, 
South Hyderabad, South Madras and Lower Burma on one 
day. There were local or few falls of rain elsewhere. 


Crops. 

Madras, November 11.—There have heen heavy falls of 
rain during the past week in parts of the Circars, the 
Carnatic and the central districts. The condition of crops 
is fair to good. 

Bihar and Orissa, November 3.—Rainfall has been general 
except in Gaya and Saran, heavy rain has fallen in Sam- 
balpur and moderate rain elsewhere. The condition otf 
winter rice and sugar cane is good. More rain is needed in 
Bhagalpur and the Santhal Perganas. In the Feudatory 
States of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather has been 
seasonable and occasionally cloudy; sugar cane is thriving 
and weeding of rabi and harvesting of early paddy are 
making progress. 

Punjab, November 3.—The weather has been dry except 
for light rain in Gurgaon and Ambala. The condition of 
irrigated crops is average to good and of unirrigated crops 
below the average. Cotton has been damaged by boll-worm 
in parts of Shahpur and sugar cane by insects in Rohtak. 

United Provinces, November 1.—Rainfall has been light 
to moderate. Crops have suffered some damage from want 
of rain in Bareilly and Meerut and from hail in Dehra Dun, 
Bijnor and Agra. The condition of standing crops is good, 
and prospects are favourable. 

Bengal, November 3.—Rainfall has been light and helpful 
to the growth of standing crops. 

Central Provinces, November 3.—The weather has been 
cool and cloudy. There has been light to moderate rain, 
which has been beneficial to rabi, but has slightly damaged 
juar and cotton in Nagpur and Amraoti. In the Feudatory 
States standing crops are doing well. 

Assam, November 10.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crops are in fair condition. Insects have damaged winter 
rice in Sylhet.

BRITISH WEST AFRICA. 
TRADE OF NIGERIA IN 1929. 


The total value of the trade of Nigeria (including specie) 
during the year under review was £31,653,843, of which 
£13,436,287 were imports and £18,217,556 exports. The 
total trade was £1,854,146 less than in 1928. The value of 
imports shows a decrease of £2} million and that of exports 
an increase of nearly £1 million as compared with the pre- 
vious year. The value of the transit trade (1.e., goods paas- 
ing through the inland waters and by rail through Nigeria 
to and from French Territory) was £160,771, as compared 
with £107,587, an advance of £53,184 on the previous year’s 
figures. 

Commercial imports (i.e., excluding specie and Govern- 
ment imports) were valued at £11,969,450, a decline of over 
12 per cent. as compared with 1928, while commercial 
exports at £18,000,535 showed an increase of over 5 per 
cent. as compared with the previous year. Imports of 
specie totalled £242,337, as against £906,261 in 1928, a 
decline of over 73 per cent., and exports at £211,674, a 
rise of 60 per cent. over the previous year. 


Cuier IMPORTS AND Exports. 


The import trade shows declines in the principal items; 
cigarettes fell from 3-45 to 2°85 million hundreds; cotton 
manufactures, including thread, a decline of nearly a million 
pounds in value; kola nuts were down by £120,000; leaf 
tobacco by 820,000 Ibs., and gin by 142,000 gallons; salt 
varies little year by year, there being for 1929 an increase 
of 1,500 tons. The imports of kerosene oil showed a decline 
of over 300,000 gals., but the increased use of mechanical 
transport is reflected in the increased importation of motor 
spirit, there being a rise of 226,000 gals. 

The lower prices for produce, as compared with those 
prevailing in 1928, accounted to a great extent for the 
falling off in imports, and the large stocks on hand from 
1928 also contributed to the decline. The importation of 
kola nuts continues to fall as local production rises. 

As regards exports, particulars of the chief commodities

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE. 


The United Kingdom accounted for 55:8 per cent. of the 
total trade, as compared with 56°2 per cent. in the previous 
year, showing a decline of 0°4 per cent., imports at 68-5 per 
cent. showing a decrease of 1 per cent. and exports at 
16-5 per cent., an advance of 3°1 per cent. The United 
States, with 12°4 per cent. of the trade, showed a rise of 
2°2 per cent., but Germany, with 14°9 per cent., recorded 
a decline of 1°7 per cent. 

With the exception of the Colonies in British West Africa 
there is no trade with any part of the British [Empire 
except through the United Kingdom, and to some extent 
with Canada through the United States, but enquiries 
have been received from South Africa regarding the possi- 
bility of extending to Nigeria the South African trade in 
fruits, preserves and tobacco. 


SIERRA LEONE PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS IN 
AUGUST. 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Freetown reports 
ihat during August last imports of cotton piece-goods were 
valued at £9,290. Of this amount, bleached accounted for 
£2,699, of which the United Kingdom supplied £2,681; 
coloured, £3,452 (U.K., £3,032); dyed, £1,978 (U.K., 
£1,809); grey, £248, all from the United Kingdom, and

GOLD COAST COCOA PROSPECTS AND EXPORTS. 


The following telegram, dated November 6, has been 
received from the Director of Agriculture, Gold Coast :- 

Cocoa crop prospects, November 4.—Harvesting became 
general in October, drying hindered as weather conditions 
unfavourable, bulk of the crop ready for’ collecting. 
Quality: Average per cent. of under- fermented and slaty 
beans prevalent, but everywhere more drying necessary. 
Crop movement slow below normal owing to low prices and 
the absence of competition on the part of buyers. Result- 
ing from mass meeting of cocoa growers no sales made 
during last week October, growers holding in anticipation 
of better prices and until November 4 resolution has been 
rigidly observed. 


DESTINATIONS OF OCTOBER SHIPMENTS. 


According to the Controller of Customs for the Gold 
Coast the 11,251 tons of cocoa exported during October 
were distributed as follows :—-To the United Kingdom, 1,551 
tons; Germany, 4,898 tons; Holland, 2,595 tons; the United 
States, 1,078 tons, and other countries, 1,129 tons.—Gold 
Coast Government Commercial Intelligence Bureau in 
London.

COAL AND COKE OUTPUT AND IMPORTS. 
(From the Acting High Commissioner for Canada in 
London.) 

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa reports 


that coal production in Canada last year was slightly 
lower than in 1928 but nearly 12 per cent. higher than

the average for the past five years. Railways in Canada 
consumed 5:2 million tons of Canadian coal in 1929, this 
tonnage representing 32-9 per cent. of the total deliveries 
from the mines. 

Of the imports during the year, receipts from Great 
Britain included 729,458 tons of anthracite and 115,368 
tons of bituminous coal, making a total of 844,826 tons, 
or 25-98 per cent. in excess of the total for 1928. As usual, 
the principal supply came from the United States, the 
tonnage including 14,469,831 tons of bituminous coal, 
3,173,043 tons of anthracite and 14,108 tons of lignite. 
Shipments of anthracite coal from the Soviet Union assumed 
important proportions last year, the total being 117,304 
tons, while small quantities of coal were also received 
from Newfoundland and Japan. 


Cokrk CONSUMPTION AND IMPORTS. 


Canadian domestic and industrial consumers use large 
quantities of coke as well as natural and artificial gas, 
fuel oil and electricity, in addition to the 35,270,000 tons 
of coal consumed in 1929. Last year, 2,712,337 tons of 
coke were manufactured and 1,226,853 tons were imported, 
the total quantity made available for consumption in the 
Dominion during the year being 3,913,982 tons. 

Canada’s total coal resources are estimated at 1,234,269 
million metric tons, of which Alberta has 1,072,647 million 
tons.

DENMARK. 
BRITISH V. POLISH COAL FOR DAIRY WORK. 


An interesting experiment has been made at Vejstrup— 
Hejls Dairy, showing what the difference in price would 
be were British coal to be used exclusively instead of Polish 
coal. Two days running, according to ‘‘ Jyllandsposten,”’ 
very exact firing tests were made, and the result showed 
that the cost of treating 1,000 kilogs. of milk was for 
British coal 97-5 ore and for Polish coal 100-2 ore. Polish 
coal costs 28 kroner per ton and British coal 32 kr. per ton. 


EGYPT. 
GOVERNMENT ENCOURAGEMENT OF LOCAL 
INDUSTRIES. 


In order further to encourage local industry, the 
Egyptian Government have now approved proposals to the 
effect :— 

(1) That the ‘‘ Cahier des charges ’’ (conditions and 
specifications) for supplies required by the various Govern- 
ment Ministries and Administrations should be revised so 
as to exclude any condition which would, explicitly or 
otherwise, reserve the supply to certain particular makes 
or to offers from abroad. 

(2) That whenever the goods required come within the 
category of articles manufactured in the country, they 
should be obtained by local adjudication and that foreign 
articles should be wholly excluded. 


The Ministries and Administrations of the State are 
instructed to see that future ‘‘ Cahiers des charges ’’ issued 
by them contain no clause which would preclude the pro- 
ducts of local industry and that a clause is inserted com- 
pelling the contractor for works to employ all material of 
local manufacture that he can procure. 

Notr.—The above information is based on a Ministry 
of Finance circular (No. 25 of 1930), published in the 
‘Journal Officiel,” a copy of which has been received 
from the British Commercial Secretary, The Residency, 
Ramleh. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 
FOREIGN TRADE IN SEPTEMBER. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports 
that during the month under review imports and exports 
were provisionally valued at 1,265,707,000 crowns and 
1,520,273,000 crs., while the totals for the first nine months 
of the current year were 11,793,360,000 crs. and 
12,740,769,000 crs. respectively. It will be seen that the

FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—SEPTEMBER. 


(From the British Embassy.) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first nine 
months of 1930 show that the value of imports amounted to 
39,244 million francs, as against 43,857 million frs. in the 
corresponding period of 1929, a decrease of 4,613 million 
frs., or about 104 per cent., and that of exports to 32,659 
million frs., as against 37,005 million frs., a decrease of 
4,346 million frs., or nearly 12 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,993 million frs., or about 
20 per cent., a difference explained by the abundant har- 
vest of 1929, and those of raw materials by 3,856 million 
frs., or more than 143 per cent., whereas imports of manu- 
factured articles rose by 1,235 million frs., or about 17 per 
cent. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 77 million frs., but 
there was a fall of 1,809 million frs. in those of raw mate- 
rials and of 2,614 million frs., or nearly 114 per cent., in 
those of manufactured articles, 





TRADE AND INDUSTRY—Continued. 


In the first nine months of the year there was an un- 
favourable balance of visible exchanges amounting to 6,585 
million frs., as against one of 6,852 million frs. in the same 
period of 1929. In September the situation was somewhat 
more favourable than in August, the unfavourable balance 
amounting to 847 million frs., as against 959 million frs. in 
August, 590 million frs. in July and 813 million frs. in June. 


As regards weight, imports in the first nine months of the 
year amounted to 45,524,000 tons, as against 43,911,000 tons 
in the corresponding period of last year, an increase of 
1,613,000 tons, or nearly 4 per cent., and exports to 
27, 89] ,000 tons, as against 29,868 ,000 tons, a decrease of 
] 977 000 tons. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 893,000 tons, 
whereas there was an increase of 2,246,000 tons in those of 
raw materials and of 260,000 tons, or about 18 per cent., in 
those of manufactured articles. Exports of foodstuffs rose 
by 609,000 tons, but there was a fall of 2,289,000 tons in 
those of raw materials and of 297,000 tons, or nearly 74 per 
cent., in those of manufactured articles. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST. 


The British Commercial Secretary at The Hague reports 
that during the first eight months of the current year 
imports amounted to 2,062,000 tons, valued at 590,100,000 
florins, as against 2,222,000 tons and 724,300,000 fis. in the 
corresponding period of 1929, while exports amounted to 
6,467,000 tons, valued at 818,500,000 fls., as compared with 
6,586,000 tons and 960,800,000 fis. respectively. 


With the exception of mineral oil, the export of which 
does not show a decline, the total import and export figures 
show a considerable drop, as compared with the correspond-

DENMARK—ROUMANIA. 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade are informed that an exchange ot 
Notes was concluded on August 28 last provisionally regu- 
lating the commercial relations of Denmark and Roumania 
as from September 1. The Agreement will remain in foice 
for six months, unless abrogated previously by mutual 
agreement; and, after the expiry of that period, subject to 
thirty days’ notice on either side. 


The Agreement provides for most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment of the subjects and companies of the one party in the 
territories of the other in respect of the exercise of their 
commerce and industry, and the acquisition and possession 
of property, it being understood that the acquisition and 
possession of immovable goods, and the establishment of 
branches or subsidiary companies remains subject to the 
laws in force therein. They will also enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment in all matters of taxation. 


The ships of the one party, their crews and cargoes, will 
enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment in the territories of 
the other. 


The goods of the one party will enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment in the territories of the other in respect of 
all taxes upon import, export or re-export, including 
Customs duties, and in respect of Customs formalities. 


Subject to the usual exceptions, the parties agree to 
accord most-favoured-nation treatment to one another in 
respect of import and export prohibitions and restrictions. 


The provisions of the Agreement do not apply to special 
concessions accorded by Denmark to Iceland or to Sweden 
or Norway, nor do they apply to Greenland, although goods 
of Greenland origin on import into Roumania and goods of 
Roumanian origin on import into Greenland will enjoy °* 
most-favoured-nation treatment. Exceptions are also made 
in favour of special privileges accorded to limitrophe States 
in order to facilitate frontier traffic or in virtue of an 
economic or Customs union.

BRITISH INDIA. 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF PIECE-GOODS 
MADE OF MIXED YARNS. 


The ‘‘Indian Trade Journal’’ of October 16 contains a 
Customs Ruling of the Finance Department (No. 4 of 1930, 
dated October 3) which provides that piece-goods made of 
yarns spun from more than one sort of textile are to be 
assessed as ‘‘ cotton piece-goods”’ only if the yarn contains 
85 per cent. or more of cotton. 


NEW ZEALAND. 
APPLICATION OF CUSTOMS TARIFF AMEND- 
MENTS TO COOK ISLANDS. 


By an Order-in-Council of September 8, issued by the 
Governor-General of the Dominion, the duties and exemp- 
tions from duty provided for in the New Zealand Customs 
Amendment Act, 1930, come into force in the Cook Islands 

1 and from September 20. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 

Order-in-Council (C. No. 71), dated September 8, provides 
for revised rates of Customs duty in respect of the following 
articles on importation into New Zealand, and which are 
not specifically enumerated in the Tariff, viz. :— 

‘‘Compo-board,’’ consisting of timber with a layer of 
paper pulp, strawboard, paper, or similar material cemented 
thereto on one or both sides, which is, in the opinion of the 
Minister of Customs, a substitute for plaster board—20 per 
cent. ad valorem under the British Preferential Tariff; 
45 (formerly 40) per cent. ad valorem under the General 
Tariff. 

Letters and figures and similar articles of celluloid or 
similar material for use in building advertising signs, which 
are, in the opinion of the Minister of Customs, substitutes 
for letters and figures and similar articles of magnetised 
metal--20 per cent. ad valorem under the Britsh Prefer- 
ential Tariff; 45 (formerly 40) per cent. ad valorem under 
the General Tariff. 

Kmpty plain opal glass bottles, not being cut or ground 
—duty-free under the British Preferential Tariff; 25 (for- 
merly 20) per cent. ad valorem under the General Tariff. 

A surtax is leviable on the above goods at the rate of 
22 per cent. of the total duty otherwise payable.

GERMANY. 


IMPORT DUTY ON PINEAPPLES (TREATY 
WITH PORTUGAL). 


An exchange of notes (dated February 15 last) between 
Germany and Portugal (additional to the Commercial 
Agreement of March 20, 1926) provides that the German 
mews duty of 4 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. on pine- 
apples (Tariff No. 55) is to apply only to fresh pineapples, 
and not to those exported without rind or preserved with- 
out sugar. As a consequence of this provision (which came 
into force on November 2) the import duty on fresh pine- 
apples without rind will be increased from 4 to 30 Reichs- 
marks per 100 kiless.; that an pineapples, boiled, without 
sugar, in receptacles weighing less than 3 kilogs., will be 
increased from 4 to 75 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs.; and 
that on pineapples boiled without sugar, in other recep- 


tacles, from 4 to 30 Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs.

ROUMANIA. 
CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN REQUIRED FOR 
GLUE. 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest has forwarded 
translation of a Customs Circular (No. 321,328), dated 
October 25, in virtue of which a certificate of origin is 
required for glue imported into Roumania. Certificates 
of origin issued by Chambers of Commerce must be en- 
dorsed (visaed) by the Roumanian Consul of the respec- 
tive district, and must indicate the name of the factory 
where the glue is manufactured. 


TARIFF REDUCTIONS (TREATY WITH 
NORWAY). 

A Commercial Treaty between Roumania and Norway was 
signed on June 21 last, which provides, inter alia, for the 
reduction of the Customs duties on certain Norwegian 
goods on importation into Roumania. The reductions of 
duty (which apply equally to similar goods the production of 
the United Kingdom or any other country enjoying most- 
favoured-nation treatment in Roumania) came into force 
provisionally on September 1. Details of the reductions are 
shown below:

CHILE. 
PROPOSED INCREASED DUTIES. 


H.M. Minister at Santiago reports, by telegraph, that the 
Chilean Society of Manufacturers have drawn up a list of 
goods (over 500 in number) which, it is considered, can be 
manufactured in Chile in sufficient quantity and quality 
to meet the needs of the country, and that it is understood 
that a Decree will shortly be issued to increase the import 
duties on the great majority of these goods by 35 per cent., 
60 days’ notice to be given of the increase. Among the goods 
included in the list are linseed and edible oils, soap, candles, 
chemicals, explosives, waxes, paints, starch, galvanised 
sheets, shovels, various kinds of paper, and a number of 
textile products.

FRENCH INDO-CHINA. 
PROPOSED ALTERATION OF TRANSIT DUTIES. 


Foreign (non-French) goods passing in transit across 
french Indo-China are required to pay transit duties 
amounting in general to one-fifth of the :mport duties on 
such goods. The ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ (Paris) of October 31 
announces, however, that the local Government have pro- 
posed to replace these duties by a single rate of 4 per cent. 
ad valorem, to be calculated on official valuations fixed 
annually. Cases in which special rates of transit duty are 
fixed by Commercial Conventions (as in respect of Chinese 
goods) will not be affected by this proposal.

The following amendments to the Regulations relating to 
the examination of Masters and Mates, 1930, which will 
come into general operation on January 1, 1931, are 
notified for general information. The numbers quoted are 
those of the relative paragraphs of the Regulations. 
Paragraph 27: Examination Fees: First Mate. 

On and after January 1, 1931, the fee for examination 
for a First Mate’s Certificate will be £1, whether the 
candidate previously possesses a Second Mate’s Certificate 
or not. This will not affect the fee for partial re-examina- 
tion, which will remain at 10s. 


Paragraph 33: Date of Introduction of Revised Qualifica- 
tions. 

A candidate whose application for examination for a 
Certificate of Competency has been made and accepted 
under the old Regulations before Janunary 1, 1931, may be 
examined after that date without performing any addi- 
tional sea service, even though his age may be below that 
required by the new Regulations. 


Paragraph 34: Second Mate: Age qualification. 

Any candidate who, before January 1, 1929, was inden- 
tured as an apprentice to the sea service, or went to sea 
in any other capacity qualifying for examination, or began 
his qualifying service on board a training ship, may be 
admitted to examination for a certificate as Second Mate 
on completion of the prescribed period of qualifying 
service, notwithstanding that he may still be under twenty 
years of age, provided that in all other respects he complies 
with the Board’s Regulations. 


Paragraph 44.—First Mate: Special Regulations applying 
only where a candidate has served continuously with 
the same company as apprentice and junior officer. 


The Board have decided to reduce from 15 knots to 
13 knots the minimum speed of ships to which this para- 
graph can apply.

LOADING OF SHIPS. 


WARNING TO MASTERS, MATES OR OTHER 
OFFICERS IN CHARGE. 

Under the Merchant Shipping Acts, if any owner or 
master of a ship allows the ship to be so loaded as to sub- 
merge in salt water the centre of the disc indicating the 
load-line, he is liable to a fine not exceeding £100. 

The ‘‘ centre of the disc indicating the load-line ’’ means 
the load-line appropriate to the season and place of load- 
ing. 

The term ‘‘ master ’’ under Section 742 of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, includes every person (except a pilot) 
having command or charge of a ship. 

In a recent case of overloading, the Mate of a ship, who 
had been left in charge of the loading, was prosecuted, 
convicted, and fined for the above offence, as being the 
‘master ’’ for the time being and so responsible for the 
overloading. 

The Board of Trade desire to warn all persons concerned 
that, if they are left in charge of the loading of a ship, 
and if they so load the ship as to submerge the load-line in 
salt water, they will be liable to be prosecuted.
